CHICKENS CANT STAND SALT 


Fowls Will Never Deliberately Devour 
Mineral and When Mixed With 
Feed It Proves Fatal. 


I 
"It does not seem to be generally 
known that an excess of salt will kill 
chickens, says a writer in the Farm­ 
ers Mail and Breeze. “Very frequett* 
| ly we get word from people who have 
had the experience of losing larg$ 
numbers of chickens from simply ghr- 
ing them too much salt. 
“This is never done deliberately, 
but comes about in a most innocent 
way. For instance, one woman baked 
a cake and made the mistake of put­ 
ting in salt instead of sugar. 
When 
the error was discovered, it was 
of 
course found that the cake was unJH 
to eat, and as a consequence it w it 
thrown to the chickens. Practically all 
of the chickens died as a result. 
"In another case some ice cream 
was ordered, and the salty water which 
was left in the freezer was poured 
into the chicken feed, with the 
re­ 
sult that the next morning practical­ 
ly all of the lady’s 
chickens 
were 
dead. 
“So we might go on with these in 
stances, but this is enough to show 
what the deadly effects 
are 
when 
chickens get too much salt Chickens 
will seldom deliberately eat salt in Us 
pure form, or drink enough salty wa 
ter to kill them, but when it is mixed 
with their food it nearly always proves 
fatal.”

S ecretary of the T reasury McAdoo 
has issued and had distributed to the 
public a circular giving full particu­ 
lars and instructions In regard to the 
income tax so th a t those who come 
within its provisions m ay know just 
how to proceed to comply with the 
law and avoid any penalty that is 
provided for non-compliance. 
The D em ocrat gives it in full, as 
follows: 
General Provisions. 
E n d er th e provisions of the fed­ 
eral income tax law’, approved Octo­ 
ber 3, 1912, every citizen of the E lu t­ 
ed States, w hether residing a t home 
or abroad, and every person residing 
in the United States, though not a cit­ 
izen thereof, who has an annual net 
income from all sources in excess of 
$3,000. is re q u ita l to m ake a return 
oi annual net inhume to the collector 
of internal revenue of the collection 
district in which such person resides 
or has his principal place of busi­ 
ness; 
and such person will be re­ 
nnin d to pay a norm al tax cf I per 
cent on such entire net income over 
and above $3,000 or $1,000 according­ 
ly as such person is unm arried or is 
m arried and living with wife or hus­ 
band. 
Persons having an annual net in- 
* me In excess of $2,000 will also be 
» 
subject to additional o r surtax at in­ 
creasing rates, graduated accordingly 
as th e net income exceeds certain 
am ounts specified in the act. 
W hen Return Is Required. 
On or before March I, 1914. and on 
or before March I of each year there­ 
after, a true and accurate return tin­ 
der oath or affirm ation shall be made. 
for him self or herself by each and 
every person above described whose 
annual net income is in excess of 
$2,000; and by each agent, guardian 
(legal or natural), t r u s t y and execu­ 
tor for the person o r beneficiary for 
! whom they act. provided the net in­ 
come of such person or beneficiary 
13 in excess of $2,Qpd. 
The return th u s m ade shall set out 
specifically th e gross income arising 
or accruing to such person from all 
sources during th e year, 
and 
from 
such gross income arising or accruing, 
'n such person from all sources dur­ 
ing the year, and from such gross in­ 
come there m ay 
he 
deducted 
the 
item s of expenses and other allow­ 
ances authorized by the act and pro­ 
vided for in the blank forms prescrib­ 
ed by th e treasury departm ent for 
the use of individuals in m aking their 
returns. 
Penalties for Failure to Make Returns 
Any person, liable under the law 
lo m ake a return, who fails to m ake 
such a return within the prescribed 
time, shall he subject to a penalty of 
not less than $20 nor m ore than $1. 
OOO. 
An additional tax of 50 per cen! 
upon the am ount of the tax assessed 
on the basis of the net income of 
such person shall also be assessed 
against said taxpayer. 
Any person who m akes a false or 
fraudulent retu rn or statem ent with 
intent to defeat or evade the tax bill 
shall lie fined not exceeding $2,000 
or be im prisoned not exceeding one 
ye ar, or both, with costs of prosecu­ 


tion.

be open at every low point so that 
the water can run out of them into 
neighboring brooks or streams, 
lf the 
ditches merely collect the water from 
the road surface and it can not run 
away, large pools will be formed along 
the roadside, which 
will 
gradually 
soak into the soil beneath the road 
and make it so soft that, the wheels of 
the wagons will -out through the road 
surface and soon destroy IL 
Sometimes water runs from 
land 
along the road into the 
road 
and 
forms a little stream down the wheel 
tracks or in the middle 
where 
the 
horses travel. 
When driveways into 
farmyards are built across the side 
ditches they frequently form, channels 
for water from the farmyard to run 
into the road. Tho pipes under drive- 
rubbish and the water can no longer 
run away, 
lf the driveways that stop 
the ditch water were rebuilt so that 
no pipes were necessary and the ditch 
could be left open, much trouble from 
surface water would be stopped. 
Sometimes a road runs across low 
ground or through a swamp where the 
road cannot be drained by side ditches 
alone, 
lf the road were built higher 
like a railroad 
embankment 
across 
such low land and made with a crown, 
it would be dry and hard. 
Sometimes 
a road passes through what is called 
a cut. 
This is a place where the earth 
has been dug out so that the road can 
go over a hill without being too steep. 
The water which always flows quietly 
under the ground on 
hill 
sides 
is 
known as ground water. 
In road cuts 
such water sometimes makes the road 
very muddy, and the road then needs 
what road builders call 
underdrain­ 
age. 
A good kind of underdrainage is 
a trench to go along under the side 
drain and about three feet deep and 
a foot and a half wide. 
In this trench 
a pipe is laid near the bottom and cov­ 
ered with loose stones no bigger than 
an egg. 
When the trench is 
com­ 
pletely filled with loose stones th© 
ground water, instead of soaking into 
the roadway, will stop among 
the 
stones and flow down the hill through 
the pipe. 
To keep a road smooth and crown­ 
ed the best method is to drag it with 
a road drag. 
A road drag is mad* 
easily with two halves of a log which 
has been split
